LONDON, June 5.—Sounds of 
havy explosions on the French 
coast signalled today that Ger- 
many’s new offensive on the con- 
tinent was moving close to Brit- 
ain, and Britsh military :xperts 
regarded as “serious” the battle 
now raging along the ban! of the 
Somme. 

The ground shook and windows 
rattled in southeast coastal towns as 
heavy explosions on the French 
coast reminded Pritons that German 
legions had launched a new attack. 

The Somme offensive was consid- 
ered by British military experts as 
“sudden” although for a fortnight 
there had been ge.eral speculation 
about Germany’s next move after 
the conquest of Flanders. 


AWAIT RE-ARMAMENT 

One reason for the seriousness

PARIS, June 5—Announcement 
of further Allied reprisal raids on

Holland and Belgium.

PARIS, June 5.—Forty-five German divisions, support- | 
ed by 1,000 dive bombers, 2,250 tanks and 15,000 motorized 
vehicles, opened a mass attack on a 110-mile front of the new 
French Weygand line at dawn today between the English 
Channel and the Aisne river, hoping to smash through to 
final victory and force France, at least, to her knees. 


German artillery opened up a terrific bombardment at 
4 am. Six hundred thousand German infantrymen, 40 
divisions, went over the top at 5 a.m. under the bombers 
which dived shrieking into the Allied line. 


At 11 a.m., after six hours of furious fighting in which | 
every man knew that the fate of his country was at stake, | 
the French high command said that it was too early to show | 
any indication of the progress of the battle. 

Five mechanized divisions, reorganized from the ten 
which started the blitzkrieg attack on Holland and Belgium 
May 10, backed up the German infantry. 


Test Of Man Against Man 


But thfs was an infantry-artillery battle, the greatest 
since the world war, a test of man against man, the first real 
clash of the massed French and German armies since this 
war started. 


The Allies had been waiting for the attack for two 
weeks. As the German artillery opened its barrage, Allied 
field guns, long trained, opened up on the German bat- 
teries and began laying down a murderous fire on the Ger- 
man front lines. 


The Germans advanced, in their favorite massed form- 
ations, into the full fury of the French fire, backed now by 
machine gun barrages which criss-crossed in lines which

fire, the Hurricane and the Defiant |

This is no attempt to detract

disappear, 

Unfortunately for the British, 
during the Norwegian invasion only 
one element of the British air power 
was able to reach the theatre of 
operations. These were the British 
bombing planes. The pursuit ships, 
because of their short range, had to 
remain at home for the most part. 


INDICATION TO US, 

This gives a definite indication as 
to the line on which United States 
defenses ought to proceed. The U.S. 
must be able to strike at the source 
of danger, because the best defense 
is a Vigorous offense. Without a 
long-range umbrella of bombers 
and pursuits, no naval action would 
be possible at extreme distances. 
Therefore, in addition to necesary 
home range aircraft, the U.S. must 
have a long-range bombing air force 
able to frustrate invasion by sea, 
able to carry bomb loads across 
either ocean and return without 
stop—and it must be protected by 
a convoy of long-range fighters. 
That is the lesson of Norway and 
Flanders.

OTTAWA, June 5.—Following is the text of the state- 
ment made by Prime Minister Mackenzie King in the 


During recent weeks the world 
has witnessed lightning war in 
all its fury and frightfulness. It 
is difficult to believe it was only 
25 days ago that Holland and 
Beigium were invaded. 

We vividly recall the immediate 
heroic resistance of these two na- 
tions to the terrific onslaught of 
the Germans. We know how mag- 

nificently Britain and France re- 
sponded to their appeal for aid. We 
have seen the German forces em- 
ploying the full might of concen- 
trated warfare and with incredible 
losses to their own manpower and 
equipment crush Holland and Bel- 


gium and invade a portion of 
France. 

CAREFULLY PLANNED 

The unexpected rapidity with 


which Nazi Germany wrought her, 


work of destruction was due to the 
most carefully prepared plans for 
invasion, to sudden action at an 
hour of her own choosing and to 
the volume and power of her arma- 
ments. It was due as well to in- 
ability to co-ordinate in advance on 
adequate plans of defence with the 
neutral countries, because of the 
over-scrupulous and excessive care 
with, which they sought to safe- 
guard their neutrality. 

We would perhaps do well to 
keep in mind that in addition to 
all this the quick success of the 
invasion was due less to the fore- 
seen suddenness of the attack it- 
self than te wholly unexpected 
incidents in meeting the situa- 
tion. 

The all but incredible means 
whereby the enemy effected a 
breach in the Allied lines was an- 
nounced to the world by Premier 
Reynaud, of France, on May 21. Its 
consequences were being met by 
most determined resistance 
when, on May 28, to the conster- 
nation of the forces in the field, 
and equally to the people of Bel- 
gium themselves, the king of the 
Belgians capitulated, and obliged 
his troops to lay down their arms. 
The already vulnerable position of 
the Allied armies was thereby 
rendered even more perilous. 
OUTSTANDING EVENT 

Seldom if ever, and certainly 
never in modern times, has @ 

military force been so bebset by its 
enemies. Open to long sustained 
mass attack from three sides, and 
from above, with the enemy em- 
ploying in fiendish fashion the 
most powerful weapons of modern 
mechanized warfare, the situation 
for a day or two appeared more 
desperate than any with which 
either Britain or France had, at 
any time, been faced. 

The restoration of the morale 
of forces thus threatened with 
annihilation, ang the evacuation 
of the armies thus entrapped and 
surrounded has been the out- 
standing feature of the past 
week. We now have before us the 
full account of how these results 
have been achieved. The story is 
one of the great epics of history. 

If there was cause for grave 
alarm in the rapidity and rapacity 
with which the Nazi forces made 
the headway they did, there is, in 
what has been subsequently wit- 
nessed of the combined actions of 
the Allied armies, navies and air 
forces, even greater cause for 
lief in the ultimate victory of the 
Allied arms.

New York Press Praises 
Statement Given By

NEW YORK, June

German bombers flew over Paris on 
Monday, three hundred strong, dropped 
1,000 high explosive and incendiary 
bombs, killed 254 persons, wounded three 
times as many, and wrecked or burned a

French authorities say the bombers 
evidently aimed at railway junctions and

lack of which made it impossible for the 
trapped army in Flanders to hold its 
ground or advance and forced it to with- 
draw under murderous attack on three 
sides from enemy air forces and ground 
forces. 

This agrees with all other reports, that 
the Allied forces in that area were inade- 
quately equipped; that in particular they 
had not enough tanks and not enough air- 
planes—and probably also not enough 
anti-aircraft guns and artillery. Why 
these weapons were wanting is a matter 
for future attention. The point of pre- 
sent tragic importance is that Britain 
is short of them; else its expeditionary 
force would not have been so _ terribly 
handicapped. : 

Fortunately, the advice this officer had 
to give had been anticipated, and British- 
ers are now literally working as they never 
did before, to produce these fighting ma- 
chines. Hours of labor, wages, profits on 
invested capital, control of plants, are no 
longer considered; the one animating pur- 
pose is to overcome the handicap and put 
the British forces on an even footing with 
the enemy. 

Never in its history has the nation 
been in greater peril, and never did it meet 
danger with finer resolution or more com- 
plete devotion. Serfs of totalitarian 
masters, toiling at their appointed tasks, 
never gave themselves so whole-heartedly 
to achieve success as are these freemen of 
Britain. What they are doing is the reply 
to the Hitler taunt that a democracy lacks 
cohesion. 


The British Red Cross has appealed 
to the Canadian Red Cross for fifty ambu- 
lances. Three have already been sent, the 
number that was apparently considered 
necessary before the break-through on 
May 10th. This new appeal illustrates 
as well as anything could the different po- 
sition in which Britain now finds itself. Up 
to that date, only scattered raids on Eng- 
land by limited numbers of enemy planes 
were apprehended. Now a blitzkrieg is 
foreseen to be possible.

Way, n@wspaperman at Trail, B.C., provide an 
effective answer to the smart fellows who have 
been writing books and articles knocking adver- 
tising. Speaking before a local body of busi- 
nessmen, he asserted that the advertising ex- 
penditure on a bed sheet retailing at $1.75, was, 
for instance, only 1 cent; the advertising ex- 
penditure on a man’s shirt costing $1.95 was 
just 6-100 of 1 cent; on a 15-cent parckage of 
cereal 3-10 of a cent; on a 7-cent cake of soap 
1-5 of a cent. 

By maased production hundreds of articles 
have been made available to the public at a 
price far below their original price. And it was 
advertising that created the demand that made 
massed production possible. 

Advertising in fact has made a vital contri- 
bution to economy. These facts are now pretty 
well known among businessmen, but they are 
not so well known to the public who have been 
reading in the past few years a great deal of 
nonsense about advertising increasing the cost 
of living. The benefits that, accrue from adver- 
tising should no doubt be given more publicity. 
—Canadian Printer and Publisher. 


Arcand's Storm Troopers 


The Mounted Police drive against possible 
“fifth columns” moved into high gear when 
officers rounded up and arrested leaders of the 
Fascist organization in Quebec, known as the 
National Unity Party and fuehrered by Adrian 
Arcand, 

Arcand’s organization has long been known 
to Canadians. It has openly operated as a Fas- 
cist political party, with all the trimmings and 
trappings of the Hitler and Mussolini organiza- 
tions. Arcand has often boasted that before long 
he would be dictator of Canada. The report 
does not mention that any arms or weapons were 
found but large quantities of subversive pam- 
phlets were seized, some of them printed in Ger- 
many. 

Arcand’s National Unity Party has many 
members. He has said it ran to 50,000 or more, 
and it may be recalled that some men, said to 
be members of his party, appeared at a meeting 
in Toronto as Canadian soldiers. 

The party has maintained in secret a kind of 
storm-trooper brigade. They drilled secretly 
in their clubrooms, used the Nazi salute and 
“heiled” Arcand as fuehrer. So far as is known, 
it is the only subversive body of storm troopers 
in Canada. 

These private armies are a danger, danger- 
ous whether they are “fifth column” or “sixth 
column.” If they are “fifth column” they are an 
enemy organization. If they are “sixth column” 
they seek to take authoritative functions out of 
the hands of the properly constituted govern- 
ment, and that, by reason of the confusion and 
hysteria it creates, serves the enemy just as ef- 
fectively as a “fifth column.”—Saskatoon Star- 
Phoeniz. 


Promote Tourist Traffic 

The fact that, owing to the war in Europe, it 
will be impossible for travellers to visit over- 
seas countries, encourages the belief expressed 
by Mr. C. K. Howard that Canada will enjoy a 
largely increased tourist traffic this season. It 
is of the utmost importance, therefore, that 
whilst the authorities are duly careful to prevent 
the entry of undesirables, Canadians must be 
prepared to welcome bona fide visitors and pro- 
vide generously for their accommodation and 
entertainment. Mr. Howard, as manager of the 
tourist convention bureau of the Canadian 
National Railways recently completed a wide 
survey of tourist prospects for the coming 
months. He finds those prospects are excellent. 
With President Roosevelt urging the people of 
the United States to travel, “to go out and enjoy 
themselves,” with the prime minster of Canada 
at the same time broadcasting a cordial invita- 
tion to Americans to visit the dominion, assur- 
ing them that, notwithstanding war conditions, 
no restrictions are placed upon anybody, that 
daily living goes on quietly and calmly as in the 
United States, it may be reasonably. expected 
that millions of Americans, taking their holi- 
days as usual, will spend them in Canada, and it 
is essential they shall find the Canadian people 
their own natural selves, producing their own 
handicrafts, and being interpreters of the 
national spirit as wel! as courteous hosts to the 
visitors. If Americans are treated with courtesy 
and the views to which they are entitled are re- 
spected and our case is put before them dispas- 
sionately, we shall gain friends quickly. 

The United States dollar, being at a premium, 
wil] be an added inducement to Americans to 
come here this year and enjoy “a bargain holi- 
day.” Government tourist organizations, federal 
and provincial alike, transportation companies, 
business men, social clubs and community lead- 
ers are evidently set to co-ordinate their efforts 
to assure for 1940 such an influx of tourists from 
the United States as Canada has never known 
in her history. The tourist business, besides its 
domestic value to the provinces, will play an im- 
portant part economically in sustaining Canada's 
wer effort, inasmuch as the American dollars the 
visitors spend on their Canadian holidays will 
very appreciably help to pay for essential raw 
materials which Canada must buy from the 
United States. American dollars and American 
friends are needed urgently in this country. The 
Financia) Post stresses a plain truth in saying 
that tourist business this year “is just as much 
a part of the country's war effort as the making 
of shells or the growing of wheat;” and Mr, 
Howard's’ survey leads to the belief that the 
greater opportunity which presents itself this 
year for enlarging profitable enterprise is not 
being neglected in any of the provinces; that is 
to say, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, Cana- 
dians are exercising the utmost diligence to en- 
courage the tourist traffic and taking steps to 
assure that visitors from the United States shall 
enjoy themselves so thoroughly that they will 
return home and give the dominion the greatest 
practical advertisement as a holiday resort that 
is has ever seceived,—Montreal Gazette,

Of all the symptoms which send 
the average patient hurrying to his 
doctor, pain is the most compelling 
and forceful. 

Pain, in its very nature, causes the 
patient to be willing to do something 
to get relief and thus often induces 
very prompt action. : 

Pain is an indication of pressure 
upon a nerve, injury of a nerve, or 
irritation of a nerve. ‘ 

It may be difficult to say what is 
causing pain in any particular place, 
as the cause may be somewhat re- 
moved from the area where the pain 
is felt. 

As an example, when you hit your 
“erazybone” at the elbow, the fingers 
may hurt. The explanation lies in the 
fact that an 
along the course of.a nerve may be 
reflected in q sensation of pain at 
either end of the nerve trunk, in- 
stead of at the point where the nerve 
is hurt. When you, hit your funny- 
bone you hit the nerve half-way 
along its course and the pain reflex- 
es to the fingers. 

It is safe to say that many of the 


pains occurring in the upper part of | 


the body are caused’ by irritations 
or pressure below the diaphragm— 
that is, below the large muscle 
which separates the lung space from 
the abdominal] cavity. 

In fact, the abdomen, including as 
it does, so many of the vital organs, 
is the principal cause of pains felt in 
any part of the body. 

As an illustrattion, the pain felt in 


headache is very likely to be due to | 


a cause lying over two feet away 
from the head, down in the digestive 
tract or in organs related to it. Irri- 
tations of the stomach, constipation, 
and liver sluggishness are among the 
principal causes of ordinary head- 
ache.

Of course the pain in the head 
may be due to causes arising in the 
head itself, being due to eyestrain, 
sinus trouble, bad teeth, and so on, 


; but the majority of cases of head- 


| ache will be found to be the result 


| of a cause below the diaphragm. 


One of the most common head- 
aches is that found in the beck of 
the head and neck. This may be due 
in many cases to congestion within 
th’ reproductive organs, with the 
uterus and ovaries being affected in 
women and the prostate being af- 
fected in men. 

Abdominal pains ar- fairly fre- 
quent and may arise from a wide 
variety of causes. Many of them are 
due to gas pressure, and when in- 
duced by this cause, the pains are 
likely to be of a sharp, colicky type. 
Abdominal distress may also be due 
to colitis, in which it may occur as a 
localized pain in one part of the 
colon or may occur in the form of 
a genera] sense of discomfort. 

A dull pain just below the ribs on 
the right side may indicate a gall 
bladder involvement, being due to 
an inflamed or congested gall blad- 
der, or to gall stones, A pain under 
the right shoulder blade at the back 
is most likely to be a refle: pain 
arising from liver or gall bladder 
trouble,

Found guilty in Supreme Court

Camp life should serve boys and 
girls as a means of using nature in 
caring for oneself and learning to 
be self-reliant, said R. H. Johnson, 
of the provincial Scout Association, 
addressing the closing session of 
the camp directors’ institute Tues- 
day evening in the Y.M.C.A.
